RELATIVE TO A;UTHORIZING OVERTIME FOR CERTAIN EXEMPT
POSITIONS AT THE DEPARTMENT OF REVENUE AND TAXATION
TO EXPEDITE PROCESSING OF EITC CLAIMS

WHEREAS, on May 26, 2006, the government of Guam entered into a Settlement
Agreement in the EITC consolidated cases with Petitioners Julies B. Santos and Charmaine
Torres, on their behalf and on behalf of an alleged class of similarly situated persons, for
payment of the Earned Inco';me Tax Credit; and

WHEREAS, the Stizttlement Agreement sets forth strict timelines for the processing of
the EITC claims for tax years 1995-2004; and

WHEREAS, in order to expedite the processing of these claims and to satisfy the strict
timelines to process all claims in the EITC Settlement Agreement, direct participation by certain
exempt positions possessing the requisite tax knowledge, training, skills and capabilities to
process these claims in the; quickest amount of time is necessary as these EITC claims involve
complex reviews of individual income tax returns and tax calculations.

NOW, THEREFORE, I, F?‘ELIX P. CAMACHO, I Maga Lahen Guahan, Governor of Guam,
by virtue of the authority vested in me by the Organic Act of Guam, as amended, do order:

1. Exemption fron‘ﬁ Overtime Prohibitions of Executive Order No. 95-11 and
Executive Order No. 05-28. Notwithstanding the provisions of Executive Order No.
95-11 and Executive Order No. 05-28, the following positions within the Department
of Revenue and éTaxation are authorized to receive overtime pay effective June 24,
2006 through September 30, 2006:

° Supervisor, Vehicle Registration Branch
2. Documentation of Expenses. The Department of Revenue and Taxation is hereby

instructed to keefp appropriate documentation on all expenses pertaining to the accrual
of overtime authorized by this Executive Order.
